GOVERNMENT OWERSHIP 


The war. has given such impetus to public control and 
ownership of many kinds that it arouses little surprise 
when so important a body as the Nationaf’ Association of 
Railway Commissioners prophesies complete public own- 
ership of our important public utilities. - The commis- 
sioners appear to think that it-will soon be found advis- 
able for the government to take over the railroads, tele- 
phone and telegraph systems. 

Speaking in: “particular of the railroads, representing 

_the one utility with which these experts are most fami- 
liar, thev point out that earnings have not risen suffi- 
ciently to provide necessary improvements, extensions 
and rollirg *s.ocx; that.under our present system of regu- 
lation. the 1 roads ‘will not be permitted to raise rates high 
enough to obtain the necessary capital from net earnings 
that the funds must therefore come either from private 
investors or from the government. They can, hardly be 
got from private sources, the experts think, under present 
conditions. The only feasible way to get them, apparent- 
ly, is in the form of. government loans. 

Thus 'the situation. narrows down to government own- 
ership. As for government operation, we have practical- 
ly that, already. Jt is but a step, then, to changing the 
corporation bonds and stock certificates into federal se- 
curities, and financing: the national transportation system 
by popular loans, ¢s we are financing the war. 

The same ‘process, presumably, would be applied to 
the telephone 2nd telegraph systems, and possibly the ex- 
press companics. .The predicament of these industries is 
not so serious as that of the railroads, but the federal ab- 
sorbtion of one would probably lead to like treatment of 
aS It’s an immensely interesting possibility. And in the 
comment aroused by the prospect, it’s worth noting that 
there is little of the rancor and prejudice which formerly 

marked government ownership discussions. The ques- 
tion is no longer academic. It’s severely practical. What 
men ask: now it not, “Should the government take over 
© these jndustries?” but, “Is it necessary to take them 
over?”
